Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1937. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  population  is  estimated  at  19,950.  It  is  possible  that  this  may 
be  an  under-estimate  which  would  affect  the  statistical  results. 

Live  births  during  the  year  were  299,  and  deaths  279,  and  there 
were  14  infantile  deaths. 

The  statistical  summary  shows  that  the  birth-rate  and  adjusted 
death-rate  approximate  very  closely  to  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  infant  mortality  rate  46.7  is  again  well  below  the  average 
for  the  whole  country  which  is  58,  though  it  does  not  approach  the 
phenomenally  low  figure  of  24  per  1,000  births,  which  was  recorded  in 
1936. 

No  special  features  are  to  be  noted  in  the  table  of  causes  of  death. 

In  spite  of  a sharp  epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  only  seven  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  complaint. 

I hree  deaths  from  measles  and  one  from  diphtheria  were  notified. 

Deaths  from  tuberculosis  will  be  discussed  in  a later  part  of  the 
report.

As  so  many  cases  have  arisen  whereby  Dental  Treatment  is 
required,  it  is  recommended  that  this  treatment  be  considered. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Nine  children  have  received  Orthopaedic  Treatment  during  the 
year.  Of  these,  one  has  been  admitted  to  Grantham  Hospital  for 
surgical  treatment,  one  has  left  the  Borough,  two  have  sufficiently 
improved  to  discontinue  treatment. 

The  remaining  five  are  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Optical  Treatment. 

Eleven  children  were  examined  by  Dr.  Reid,  Eye  Specialist,  at 
Beaconfield. 

In  seven  of  these  cases  glasses  were  advised.  No  glasses  were 
advised  in  one  case. 

The  three  remaining  cases  were  wearing  glasses  and  had  been 
brought  up  for  re-examination. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Twenty  children  have  been  recommended  for  examination  by 
Mr.  H.  Miller. 

Of  these,  seventeen  were  treated,  in  one  case  treatment  was  not 
advised,  in  another  treatment  is  being  deferred  owing  to  the  indis- 
position of  the  mother,  and  in  one  case  the  patient  did  not  keep  the 
appointment.

Children  who  had  put  in  a required  number  of  attendances  at  the 
Centre  during  the  vear  were  presented  with  Certificates,  which  were 
much  appreciated. 

Annual  Conference. 

The  National  Conference  on  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  was 
held  in  London  from  1st  to  3rd  June,  1937,  and  a detailed  report  was 
submitted. 

Annual  Outing. 

The  Annual  Summer  Outing,  organised  by  the  Voluntary  Workers 
Association,  for  the  Mothers  attending  the  Welfare  Centre  was  held  on 
14th  July  last,  and  was  very  much  appreciated. 

A Rummage  Sale  was  also  held  by  them  with  success. 

Tonsil  and  Adenoid  Operations. 

Several  cases  for  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  have  been  sent  to 
the  Welfare  Centre  by  the  local  Doctors  asking  for  assistance  towards 
the  cost  of  these  operations.  It  is  customary  that  such  cases  be  given 
letters  to  the  local  Hospital  to  the  value  of  such  operation.  As  this 
procedure  is  not  practised  in  the  Borough,  such  cases  have  un- 
fortunately been  refused. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  consider  the  adoption  of 
some  such  system.

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It  will  be  seen  by  this  Report  that  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  has  now 
been  established,  and  is  doing  very  useful  work,  and  also  that  more 
effective  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  dental  treatment  of  young 
children,  arrangements  now  being  possible  for  cases  requiring  a general 
anasthetic  to  be  dealt  with.  Your  Council  has  not  yet  made  provision 
for  the  treatment  of  dental  defects  in  expectant  mothers. 

The  question  of  extra  nourishment  both  to  mothers  and  children 
is  always  sympathetically  dealt  with  in  necessitous  cases. 

Many  non-resident  births  take  place  at  the  Grantham  Hospital. 
This  explains  the  discrepancy  between  the  birth  notifications  received 
and  the  official  number. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  year  has  been  more  satisfactory  than  1936,  there  having  been 
only  60  notifications  of  notifiable  disease,  as  compared  with  166  in  the 
preceding  year. 

Eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  seven  of  which  were 
treated  at  the  Local  Isolation  Hospital,  which  received  also  sixteen 
from  the  West  Kesteven  Rural  District. 

There  were  sixteen  cases  of  diphtheria.  An  unsuccessful  attempt 
was  made  to  send  two  of  these  to  an  Isolation  Hospital  and  all  of  the 
cases  were  treated  at  home,  extra  nursing  being  provided  in  several 
cases. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  Report  for  1936  that  it  was  not  possible  to 
treat  cases  other  than  Scarlet  Fever  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  contemplated  alterations  in  the  hospital  have  not  yet  been 
effected,  but  the  question  is  now  under  consideration. 

Five  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified.  Three  of  them  received 
institutional  treatment,  and  all  made  a good  recovery.

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Tuberculosis. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  been  lower  than  in  any  year 
since  the  disease  was  made  notifiable,  eight  cases  only  of  pulmonary  and 
four  of  non-pulmonary  disease  being  reported. 

The  number  of  deaths,  sixteen  from  pulmonary  and  four  from 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  is  on  the  other  hand  rather  larger  than 
usual. 

Most  of  the  cases  have  received  institutional  treatment,  and  the 
local  experience  has  been  similar  to  that  of  the  country  at  large  that  a 
gradual  sustained  improvement  is  apparent  with  regard  to  this  com- 
plaint.

Water  Supply. 

The  Grantham  Waterworks  Company  supply  the  borough  with 
water  which  has  been  shewn  by  chemical  and  bacteriological  exam- 
ination to  be  satisfactory.

I am  indebted  to  the  Grantham  Waterworks  Company  for  the 
following  information  relating  to  the  year’s  working  : — 

Last  year’s  consumption  was  330,165,000  gallons,  an  increase 
of  22,000,000. 

In  the  last  three  years  the  water  consumption  bad  increased 
by  nearly  thirty  per  cent. 

These  figures  relate  to  the  consumption  of  water  in  the  borough 
and  other  parishes  supplied  by  the  Company. 
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The  other  public  water  supply  is  from  the  Conduit  in  the  Market 
Place,  the  water  being  supplied  by  a pipe  line  from  a covered  spring 
some  three  quarters  of  a mile  West.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewerage  system  was  not  extended  to  any  degree  during  the 

year. 

Sewage  is  disposed  of  by  broad  irrigation  at  the  Council’s  farm, 
Marston. 

All  drainage  work  in  connection  with  new  buildings  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Borough  Surveyor,  and  that  of  existing  buildings, 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

New  drainage  works  are  subjected  to  hydraulic  and  other  tests 
before  final  approval. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  to  check  pollution  of 
eithei  of  the  two  watercourses — the  River  Witham  or  the  Mowbeck. 

I he  latter  receives  constant  attention  and  large  quantities  of  silt 
and  debris  are  removed  therefrom  each  year. 

f he  River  Witham  was  cleansed  during  the  vear  by  the  Witham 
and  Steeping  Catchment  Board — the  controlling  authority.

There  are  approximately  60  pail  closets  in  the  borough  nearly 
all  of  which  are  in  the  Gonerby  Hill  Foot  area. 

No  conversions  of  such  closets  into  water  closets  took  place  during 
the  year  but  several  are  now  being  carried  out. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  arrangements  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal  remain 
unchanged. 

The  Council  does  not  undertake  the  cleansing  of  the  very  few 
cesspools  which  exist. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Complaints  from  nuisances  arising  from  smoke  are  very  few. 
In  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to  investigate  the  cause  of  dense  black 
smoke  being  emitted  from  a factory  chimney.  Upon  representation 
being  made  to  the  man  in  charge  of  the  boiler  a distinct  improvement 
occurred  and  no  further  action  was  deemed  necessary. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  two  open-air  swimming  baths  owned  by  the  Council  are 
situate  in  Dysart  Park  and  Wyndham  Park  respectively. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  to  the  baths  since  the  issue  of  the 
last  report. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  Public  Analyst  had  been  called  in  to 
report  upon  the  condition  of  the  water  supplied  and  to  suggest  treat- 
ment if  found  to  be  necessary. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Twrenty-six  houses  were  disinfested  on  account  of  the  presence  of 
bugs,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

The  houses  and  furniture  so  treated  were  those  scheduled  for 
demolition  under  the  Housing  Acts,  before  the  transfer  of  families  to 
Council  houses. 

In  no  instance  was  a Council  house  found  to  be  infested  with  bed 
bugs. 

“ Cimex  ” was  the  fumigant  used  in  every  case. 

Schools. 

The  higher  schools  in  the  Borough  are  wrell  equipped  with 
sanitary  conveniences  and  lavatories  which  are  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

The  Grantham  Waterworks  Company’s  water  is  provided  in  all 
schools. 

An  inspection  of  the  Public  Elementary  schools’  conveniences  was 
made  from  time  to  time  and  they  were  generally  found  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 
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Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  several  parts  of  the  borough  have  been  inspected  in  a syste- 
matic manner  as  far  as  possible,  and  the  necessary  action  taken  to  deal 
with  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects.  Supervision  has  been  given  to  all 
works  carried  out  whether  after  statutory  or  informal  notices. 

Milk  Supply. 

All  cowsheds  and  milkshops  were  visited  at  frequent  and  irregular 
intervals. 

The  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  the  Borough,  were  generally  observed  by  milk  purveyors 
and  vendors,  but  cowkeepers,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  had  to  be 
reminded  frequently  of  the  requirements  of  Article  23. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  as  infringements  of  the  Order 
were  remedied  forthwith  after  the  attention  of  the  responsible  person 
had  been  called  thereto. 

The  number  of  applications  for  registration  as  purveyors  of  milk 
was  32.  These  were  chiefly  in  respect  of  shopkeepers  taking  up  the 
sale  of  bottled  milk. 

There  were  no  applications  for  the  registration  of  premises  to  be 
used  as  dairies. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  83  Retail  Milk  Purveyors  and 
10  Cowkeepers  on  the  Register. 

A renewal  of  a licence  was  granted  in  respect  of  a “ Pasteurising  ’ 
establishment,  and  a “ Supplementary  ” licence  to  sell  “ Accredited  ” 
milk  was  acceded  to. 

Sixteen  samples  of  “ Pasteurised  ” milk  were  examined  bacteriol- 
ogically,  the  lesults  being  shewn  on  page  22. 

At  the  request  of  the  Kesteven  County  Council  12  samples  of  milk 
were  procured  for  biological  examination  and  sent  to  the  Pathology 
Department  of  Sheffield  University  for  that  purpose. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  seventeen  slaughter-houses,  of  which  six  are  licenced 
annually,  including  one  Knacker’s  slaughter-house. 

It  has  been  my  duty  from  time  to  time  to  report  adversely  upon  the 
general  condition  of  these  premises,  many  of  which  are  quite  un- 
suitable for  their  purpose  by  reason  of  structural  and  hygienic  conditions, 
proximity  to  dwelling-houses,  lack  of  proper  lairage  accommodation 
and  approaches  thereto,  and  insufficient  facilities  for  dressing  of 
carcases  such  as  the  provision  of  steam  for  heating  water. 

On  one  occasion  a slaughter-house  was  found  to  be  used  for  storing 
furniture  but  a verbal  notice  to  the  occupier  proved  sufficient  to 
remedy  this  breach  of  the  Meat  Regulations. 
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All  slaughter-houses  were  visited  frequently  as  a matter  of 
routine,  particularly  during  and  after  slaughtering  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  carcases,  etc. 

A table  shewing  the  amount  of  unsound  meat  etc.  surrendered 
and  destroyed  is  given  on  page  18. 

Judgment  with  regard  to  diseased  and  unsound  meat  is  based  on 
the  system  recommended  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  Memorandum 
62-Foods. 

Frequent  inspection  of  meat  stalls  in  the  weekly  market  were 
made,  and  also  shops,  and  in  a few  instances  vehicles  were  visited  for 
the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 

Food  preparation  places  were  visited  as  a matter  of  routine  on 
numerous  occasions. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

During  the  year  8 licences  to  slaughter  animals  were  granted  to 
slaughter-men  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  of  which  3 
were  renewals. 

Adulteration  of  Food. 

Action  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  ^Adulteration)  Act,  1928, 
is  shewn  on  page  21  and  it  will  be  seen  that  a considerable  number  of 
informal  or  unofficial  samples  were  procured  for  the  purpose  of 
analysis. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Sanitary  Supervision  of  Theatres,  Cinemas,  etc. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  in  the  Theatre  and  three  Cinemas  is 
sufficient  in  quantity,  and  they  were  found  to  be  in  an  excellent  sanitary 
condition  on  the  occasion  of  every  visit. 

Shops  Acts. 

It  was  not  possible  to  devote  much  time  to  shops  inspection,  but  a 
number  of  shopkeepers  have  taken  steps  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  without  notice. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

It  is  not  usual  to  inspect  factories  unless  called  upon  to  do  so  by 
the  District  Factory  Inspector  to  deal  with  sanitary  accommodation. 

Workshops  are  frequently  visited  as  a matter  of  routine,  and  the 
principal  defects  found  generally  relate  to  cleanliness  of  walls,  etc. 

Bakehouses. 

The  number  of  bake-houses  on  the  Register  is  25. 

In  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to  serve  a formal  notice  before 
the  occupier  would  carry  out  the  thorough  cleansing  of  a bakehouse. 
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Constant  supervision  is  necessary  in  many  bakehouses  in  order  to 
secure  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygienic  conditions — 
particularly  with  regard  to  floors. 

Rag  Flock  Acts  1911  and  1928. 

Four  samples  of  Rag  Flock  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  were 
found  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  made  under 
the  principal  Act. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Two  Ambulances  are  provided  by  a joint  Committee  of  Members 
of  the  Grantham  Town  Council  and  the  West  Kesteven  Rural  District 
Council. 

One  is  used  for  the  conveyance  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  and 
the  other  for  Surgical  and  Medical  Cases. 

Hospitals. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  is 
incapable  of  receiving  more  than  one  type  of  infectious  disease  at  a 
time. 

Arrangements  however,  exist  with  the  Stamford  Isolation  Hospital 
Authority  for  the  treatment  of  Diphtheria  cases  and  with  Boston  for 
Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  Grantham  Hospital  receives  difficult  maternity  cases. 
Housing. 

No  new  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year  but  a 
scheme  was  prepared  for  providing  ninety  new  houses  on  the  Cherry 
Orchard  Estate  for  families  from  clearance  areas,  individual  unfit 
houses  and  for  the  relief  of  overcrowding.  The  scheme  was  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  at  the  time  of  writing  con- 
struction of  the  houses  had  commenced. 

Systematic  inspection  of  houses  has  been  continued  and  Demo- 
lition Orders  in  respect,  of  six  houses  were  made  when  owners  failed  to 
give  undertakings  to  carry  out  the  necessary  works. 

Twenty-five  houses  were  demolished  after  Orders  had  become 
operative. 

The  eight  Clearance  Orders  made  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of 
1936  were  the  subject  of  an  Inquiry  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in 

April  when  H.  L.  Bloomfield,  Esq.,  A.R.I.B.A.  conducted  the  proceed- 
ings. 

Objections  were  made  in  a few  instances  and  a compromise  was 
effected  in  respect  of  one  area  containing  three  houses. 

The  Minister  subsequently  confirmed  seven  of  the  eight  Clearance 
Orders.
